The situation is at once curious and 
dangerous. It is the more responsible 
classes which have most to lose from a 
relapse into anarchy; and it is these very 
classes which are most listless in support 
of the Government that is the nation’s 
only bulwark against anarchy. There are 
faults and ignorances on both sides. We 
do not think that the substantial middle 
class gives Ministers sufficient credit for 
the brave and solid work which they have 
done during the past three years. On the 
other hand, the Government certainly has 
failed to take the needs and apprehensions 
of this class into due consideration. Its 
leading representatives are barred from 
the inner councils of the State. Heavy 
taxation has been imposed, with slight re- 
gard for ite effect on the country’s trade 
and industry. and not only the extent, but 
the manner, of this taxation—as revealed, 
for instance, in the confusions of double 
income tax—seems to be almost wilfully 
injurious to the conduct of business. Trade 
is depressed ; expenditure in some depart- 
ments is unnecessary or extravagant; the 
Government's attitude to the Anglo-Irish 
settlement is stil] obscure. These factors 


| have produced an almost. paralysing in- 


difference in that great body of citizens 
through whose brai.s, resources, energy, 
and experience the State must prosper, 
i. it is to prosper at all. To-day they are 
disheartened spectators of a performance 
in which they ought to be playing essential 
parts. 

If the professional and commercial 
classes are to be impressed with the im- 
portance of the coming elections, the 
Government must shake them out of their 


'Í despondent mood. Its first duty is obvious 


and urgent. Before the elections arrive it 
must announce a definite programme of 
reduced taxation and administrative 
economy. That promise alone will in- 
crease by tens of thousands the volume of 
the Government's supporters at the polls; 
for it will endow the vote immediately 
with a concrete value which it does not 
possess to-day in the eyes of busy men. 
Self-interest, however, is not the only, or 
the chief, motive that attaches honest men 
tó parties and Governments. The apathy 
of the middle classes in the Free State bas 


1 


There are ex-Unionists in Senate and 
Dail, where their work is not only 
welcomed, but valued. In its administra- 
tive dealings with the old minority the 
Government has shown an admirable 


freedom from political and sectariam 


prejudice. These things we acknowledge 
most heartily, but they are not enough. 
To-day not a single ex-Unionist holds a 
portfolio in the Free State Government. 
With the exception of a few officials, 
legacies from the British régime, no ex- 
Unionist controls, or helps to control, any 
of the public departments. Until the last 
by-elections frightened the Government no 
attempt was made to secure responsible ex- 
Unionists as candidates at Parliamentary 
elections, This exclusion is not resented 
through any petty desire for place or 
power. The resentment is inspired by an 
unselfish patriotism which laments the fact 
that gifts of character, education and 
converse with the world’s affairs are re- 
jected by a State which has the sorest need 
of them. Our Government of sincere, 
stout-hearted and ‘toiliul, but inexperi- 
enced, men has chosen to take not merely 
the insular view that there is no Ireland 
outside the four seas of Ireland, but the 
parochial view that no Irishman can be a 
trusted servant of the State unless he does 
honour to a political formula which 
embodies—so we are told, with discreet 
ambiguity — the national position. 
While our young officials are learning 
wisdom from mistakes for which the people 
pay, there is in the Saorstat an abundance 
of the skill and experience that the 
country needs. Outside the Saorstat there 
are hundreds of Irishmen, ready to help 
it, whose administrative genius has won 
Imperial fame. When the Government 
makes efficiency and patriotism—unlimited 
by “ positions ’’—the sole test of oppor- 
tunity for public service, it will be 
rewarded by the whole-hearted support of 
good citizens of every class and creed. 


Germany and France. 


If anybody had suggested a few years 
ago that a military pact between France 
ar Germany would become possible 
within the lifetime of the generation 
that fought the war, he might have in- 
curred the risk of restraint as a lunatic. 
Politics, however, are a cynical game; 
and the Berlin newspaper Germania, the 
organ of the Centre Party and of the 
Roman Catholic Church in Germany, has 
launched a Press campaign in favour of 
a pact of mutual security with France. 
This pact, apparently, is meant to take 
the place of the alliance which MM. 
Clemenceau and Poincaré tried so often 
to conclude with the British Government ; 
and the Germans who support the idea 
hope that its acceptance by France would 
lead to the complete evacuation of the 
occupied territory in the shortest possible 
space of time and a considerable modifica- 
tion of the reparations settlement under 
the Dawes scheme. For many years the 
value of a rapprochement with France has 
been preached by the well-known journalist, 
Herr Georg Bernhard, editor of the 
Vossische Zeitung in Berlin; but hitherto 
he has been a voice in the wilderness, 
and, of course, the war put his proposals 
completely out of court for the time being. 
Now the powerful Germania has entered 
the lists on his side, and it seems as if 
a concerted attack is about to be made 
on the advocates of an understanding with 
Britain, who include the greater part of 
the German business community and a 
large proportion of the working classes. 
The French, naturally enough, regard the 
German overtures with suspicion; but it 
is quite likely that the Quai d'Orsay, 
which really wants a pact with Britain, 
may try to force the British Government's 
hand by a pretence of interest in the 
Germania’s scheme. So far as a serious 
pact of mutual security is concerned, 
however, France will not entertain 
any proposals which do not embrace 
Poland. Virtually the whole post- 
war policy of France.on the Continent 
is based on Poland. She is using 
the new Republic, on the one hand, 
as the mainstay of her cordon sanitaire 
round Bolshevist Russia, and, on the other, 
as the Eastern prop of her policy against 
Germany. France knows only too well 
that pacts and alliances are ephemeral 
things and that, even if she should enter 
into a binding contract with Germany, it 
might not endure beyond a few years. 
She takes the attitude, therefore, of “ love 
me, love my dog ; and, unless Germany 
is prepared to guarantee the security of 
Pol ad—including, of. course, the Danzig 
corridor—nothing is likely to come of the 
Germania proposals. Germany will have 
nothing to do with Poland. . Probably she 
would undertake mever to make war again 
on Britain ; possibly she might give similar 
guarantees to France; but in the eyes of 
every German the Poles have been guilty 
of the sin unto death, and with them 
there can be no semblance of reconcilia- 
tion. In the meanwhile Europe will await 
with interest the progress of the kite 
which has been flown from Berlin. Its fate 
has a peculiar importance for Britain, 
but for the moment Britons can sleep 
peacefully in their beds. 4 Franco- 
German alliance may come some day; 
but the time is not yet. 


Vasco da Gama. 
Portugal is celebrating the fourth 


centenary of the death of its famous 
navigator, Vasco da Gama, he who first 


commercial contact with the opulent East. 
Da Gama made three voyages between East 
and West; he established fortresses and 
settlements on the Malabar Coast, and at 
Goa—which still is under the P 

flag—he died, nominally Viceroy of India. 
He is remembered in history as the 
Columbus of the Eastern world. 
Portugal he is more. His name recalls 
the brief age in which that little country 
was among the leading nations of the 
world, carrying forward the frontiers of 
human knowledge and material progress 
Within a year of da Gama's death was 
born Luis de Camoéns, the national poet 
of Portugal. In his epic poem, “ The 
Lusiads,“ Camoéns described the career of 
da Gama; and this patriotic work 
standardised and established as a literary 
medium the Portuguese tonque which to- 
day, in Brazil, is the chief language of a 
territory as large as Europe.

Leprosy. 

At Delhi yesterday the Viceroy of India 
inaugurated a great effort to stamp out 
leprosy among the Indian peoples. 
Biblical history has impressed on all a 
horror of this loathsome malady, but few 
realise that it is among the chief scourges 
of the race down to this day. Until the 
later Middle Ages leprosy was rife in our 
own country, and still the lepers hole 
may be .een cut in the sanctuary walls 
of old churches. The disease has been 
all b t banished from Europe, and lingers 
only in Scandinavia and Southern Russia; 
but in Asia it still claims its victims, 
and in Palestine the whitened flesh of the 
unclean is seen, perhaps, as commonly 
as in the days of the Gospel narrative. 
In India leprosy is more prevalent than 
anywhere else in the world, and no fewer 
than one in every three or four hundred 
of the population is infected. Happily, 
modern science has found means to combat 
the evil more effectively than in the early 
centuries of the modern period, when it 
was overcome only by slow stages of 
hygienic reform. The British Empire 
Leprosy Association declares that right 
steps taken now would rid, all British 
lands of the white plague in a space of 
thirty years. Funds amounting to 
£250,000 are required to carry out a 
thorough campaign—a sum inconsiderable 
in comparison with the magnitude of the 
work of mercy that is contemplated. While 
politicians agitate and complain, the 
common folk of India continue to be 
afflicted by the ravages of this great curse. 
Humanity would be happier if the 
millions spent in struggles for power were 
diverted to scientific attacks upon such 
evils as leprosy in India and the urban 
and rural slums of Ireland. 


LONDON THEATRES. 


“ JITTA'S ATONEMENT " AT 
THE GRAND, FULHAM.

Last night, at the Grand Theatre, Fulham, 
Mr. George Bernard Shaw made his débué 
as a German translator. 

Mr. Shaw has translated and adapted 
Siegfried Trebitsch’s play, “'Jitta's Atone- 
ments, very liberaily. Apparently the 
author has consented to Mr. Shaw’s very 
free translation, and alteration of the last 
act to suit the English taste for a happy 
ending. In the original ending, Jitta lives 
unhappily ever afterwards, and her husband 
suffers the pangs of miserable jealousy to the 
very end, but with Shavian brilliancy the 
translator has * a possible under - 
standing between the pair. 

The story deals with the love of a pré 
fessor for the wife of a colleague. While 
the pair are together the professor dies sud- 
denly from heart failure, and Jitta, 
frightened at the thought of scandal creeps 
away. Jitta confesses the truth io her 
husband, whose suspicions are aroused by the 
dead professor’s having left him his famous 
work on Psychology, the idea being that if 
the book were published under name 
of the man he had wronged it would be a 
kind of atonement. 

Jitta’s atonement appears to be that she 
allows the dead mans wife to think that 
the unknown woman was a common creature. 

The play was well acted, and was en- 
thusiastically received. Violet Vanbrugh 
got every ounce of emotion out of the part 
of Jitta, and excellent character studies were 
iven by Nancy Price as the widow, and 

slie Frith as Jitta’s husband.

THE NEW OXFORD. 


Walter W. Ellis appears to have exhausted 
his humorous vein when he wrote the success- 
ful farce, “ A Little Bit of Fluff,” which ran 
for so long at the Criterion Theatre. There 
is little humour noticeable in his new farce, 
“The Monkey House, produced at the New 
Oxford Theatre last night. 

Silly characters, with nothing witty or 
amusing to say, wander aimlessly through 
three acts. A hen-pecked husband, whose 
financial difficulties appear to be chronic, tries 
to let his flat, and eventually does so, to a 
beauty specialist and a monkey-gland 
enthusiast. The wretched man’s mother. in- 
law, whose days he foudly imagined were 
numbered, tries the treatment, hoping to 
become a second Mary Pickiord; a ie 
thinks that his wife has turned into an infant, 
when he finds a sleeping child on his sofa. 
There is a t deal more of this sort of 
thing, but it is altogether too foolish for 
repetition; and, although some of the actors 
worked like Trojans, they could do nothing 
with their wretched material. 

In addition, the play was not well cast. 
David Miller was the chief fun-maker, but he 
made a poor job of it Mis» Mimi Crawford 
looked charming, and struggled bravely 
through a mass of inanities; and Gladys 
Ffolliott, by the force of her personality, 
managed to raise an ocacsional laugh; but, on 
the whole, it was a dismal evening for all

THE BOUNDARY COMMISSION.

The proceedings of the Irish Boundary 
Commission were very long to-day, and 
the Commissioners sat on until com. 
paratively late in the evening. I under. 
stand that they had for their considera- 
tion a mass of documents sent them from 
many quarters in answer to the invitation 
issued in December asking for information 
and claims concerning the boundary. In 
addition to other business, the Commission 
considered its plan of campaign for the 
immediate future, and it will meet again 
to-morrow for further consideration of this 
question. A statement will be made in the 
course of the next day or two concerning 
the plans of. the Commission for next 
month. 


The French Debt. 


I understand that it is not altogether 
certain that the reply of the British 
Government to M. Clementel’s Note on 
the subject of inter-Allied debts will he 
ready for submission to the Cabinet at its 
The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and the Treasury authorities 
have had it under consideration, but, as 
the questions involved are very compli- 
cated, and the British Government is 
most anxious to do its best for all interests, 
it may be some time before a definite reply 
is ready. The idea is still that the answer, 
when complete, shall deal with the whole 
question of Allied debts in a manner 
enabling France to make definite pro- 
posals. Two great points to be considered 
are the position of the British and French 
taxpayers. 

Prohibition. 

One of the minor troubles which beset 
the Liberals is the attitude to be taken on 
the question of prohibition. Temperance 
enthusiasts for some time have tried to 
urge a more advanced programme on the 
drink question, but the efforts have been 
carried on quietly and have attracted little 
attention. Now the whole matter has 
been brought into the full light of day by 
the Lancashire and Cheshire Young 
Liberals, who at a conference decided to 
press upon the Liberal Convention the im- 

rtance of placing prohibition in the 
orefront of the programme. No experi- 
enced politician believes that prohibition 
can prove a popular policy. Moderate 
temperance reformers of all shades of poli- 
tical thought refuse to subscribe to the 
full “dry” programme which would 
forcibly suppress the drink industry. 


Everest from the Air. 


The news that Mr. Alan Cobham has 
arrived at Darjeeling from Calcutta with 
the idea of making a survey of Mount 
Everest from the air is not only interest: 
ing, but exciting. Mr. Cobham’s achieve- 
ments are already so many that they are 
sometimes taken quite as a matter of 
course, when in reality they probably are 
superior to those performed by any other 
airman. He has just taken Sir Sefton 
Brancker without mishap from London to 
Calcutta, and, now that Sir Sefton is ill 
in hospital, Mr. Cobham has found time 
hang heavily upon his hands and had 2 
remarkable flight, when the distance and 
geographical conditions are taken into con- 
sideration, to Darjeeling. It is unlikely, 
however, that Mr. Cobham will be able to 
do more than look at Mount Everest; for 
it is 25,000 feet high, and, though aero- 
plane records have slightly exceeded this, 
an attempt to fly over it would be to 
encounter unknown weather conditions and 
other disadvantages. 


Marriage in the Crypt. 


There is a very beautiful little chapel 
in the crypt of the House of Commons, 
but, being in a Royal Palace, it is Church 
of England. This. fact does not prevent 
members who belong to the Free Churches 
from wishing to avail themselves of the 
use of the chapel for intimate ceremonies. 
Mr. Ian Macpherson insisted upon his 
son’s being baptised in the chapel, and now 
Sir Beddoe Rees, the member for Bristol 
South, is anxious to be married to Miss 
Elsbeth Jones Griffith in the chapel, and, 
as a Free Churchman, claims the right 
to be married by a Free Church minister. 
It seems, however, that only a clergyman 
of the Church of England can perform 
the ceremony, such being the law. If per- 
formed by a Free Church minister, the 
ceremony would have to be attended by a 
Registrar to make it legal, and here comes 
the difficulty, as the Registrar for the 
district has no authority in a Royal 
Palace. It appears that Sir Beddoe Rees 
will have to be married by a Church of 
England clergyman if he wishes to be 
married in the charel. 


A Vanished Island. 


The fact that an island, with its fifteen 
thousand inhabitants, has disappeared has 
almost escaped notice; but the news is 
confirmed that the island of Port Alex- 
ander, off the south of Portuguese West 
Africa, has vanishe.l. and that the only 
survivors are a few fishermen who were at 
sea when the upheaval took place. Float- 
ing wreckage and dead bodies are al] that 
mark the place where the island was; 
everything has disappeared. even to the 
ships in the harbour. The fishermen 
relate that the sea suddenly became 
mountains high, and then came a 
swirling maelstrom, which closed over the 
island. Presumably, the disaster is due 
to a submarine earthquake, ans if so, 
it must be reckoned as not less terrible 
than the volcanic outbreak some years aco 
when Martinique was overwhelmed. 


The “ Mr. A.“ Case. 


It is probable that the appeal by Mr. 
Charles Robinson in what is known as 
ths “Mr. A” case will come before the 
Court of Appeal next month, but no defi- 
nite date has been fixed. The grounds c 
the appeal are understood to be mis- 
direction. Mr. Robinson brought an action 
to recover £125.000. said to have been 
wrongfully paid by the Midland Rank to 
& person or persons other than himself. 
The sum claimed represented nart of the 
proceeds of a checue for £150,000 obtained 
from Sir Hari Sinch. The bank denied 
liabilit-. and urged that the money had 
been obtained by a plot. Lord Darling, 
who presided at the trial, entered judg. 
ment for the bank on the jury's findings. 


An Australian Examole. 


Cricketers have been quick to notice 
th in the photographs of the first Test 
match, which have now arrived here, the 
score board on the Sydney ground is a 
great advance upon anything possessed by 
Enclish grounds. It is a huge structure, 
and gives the names of all players whe 
have bowled during the innings, with the 
number of wickets taken and runs scored. 
Th» scores of all the batsmen are given, 
and the state of the game at the fall of 
every wicket is also indicated in letters 
end figures which can be easily distin- 
guished, even in the photorranhs.

A GREAT SOLDIER. AND 
ADMINISTRATOR,”

SERVICE IN IRELAND. 


With the death ‘of Field Marshal Lord 
Grenfell, which occurred yesterday at his

residence, Forester, Windlesham, Surrey, | 
the Empire has lost a notable soldier and | 


administrator. 

Lord Grenfell, who was 84 years of age, 
was connected witl. the Army for nearly 
65 years. Although the oldest, he was not 
the scnior, Field Marshal : that distinction 
belongs to the Duke of Connaugh*. He 
joined the 60th Rifles in 1859, and succes- 
tive promotions marked the steady service 
that he rendered and the trust that the 
authorities placed in the solidity of his 
judgment and his et Eacity as a soldier and 
administrator. He was gazetted i 
in 1871, Major in 1878, Lieut t-General 
in 1898, General in 1904, and Field 
Marshal in 1908. He acted : 
Queen Victoria.

On leav- 
ing that post in 1898 for the Governorship of 
Malta he received the thanks of both Houses 
of Parliament for his valuable national ser- 
vices. In 1902 he was raised to the rage 
When his term of office in Malta ended Lord 
Grenfell was given the command of the 
Fourth Army Corps, and then, in 1904, he 
was appoin Commander-in-Chief of the 
Forces in Ireland. He found this country in 
a state of profound peace, and on side 
received an enthusjastic welcome. e en- 
joyed living in Dublin, and frequently at- 
tended the races and social functions. But 
he thought chiefly of the men under his com- 
mand. His motto was Efficiency. A 
times lectures on military subjects were given 
weekly for officers. Lord Grenfell not only 
encouraged others to attend by attending him- 
self, but frequently delivered a ure 
himself. He took a keen interest also in the 
education, the sports and the comfort ‘of the 
rank and file 

On leaving Ireland in 1908 he was gazetted 
Field-Marshal, and retired from active ser- 
vice. 

Lord Grenfell is succeeded by his son, the 
Hon Victor Francis Grenfell.

(1) The extreme political teaching of cer- 
tain Western agrarian leaders, and differ- 
ences over fiscal policy which had like effects 
in early American history. (2) Intense 
hostility, 1 in Montreal, to the 
operation of the railway system, backed b 
the National Treasury, against private rail- 
ways which must live upon their own 
revenues. (3) The burden of railway. deficits 
and the unwise expansion of Canadian indus- 
tries which made millions during the war, 
and the short boom period which fol- 
lowed the war. (4) The habit among 
Canadian politicians, manifested again and 
again, of exalting the United States in com- 
parison with the Dominion in periods of com- 
mercial depression, 

Nothing is more certain, however, than 
that. the spirit of all Canada is already reviv- 
ing, and, strangely sg 1 there is more 
optimism in the Western Provinces, and it s 
there moro vigorous than in the Eastern in- 
dustrial centres, Three-quarters of a century 
ago a group representative of the commercial 
loaders of Montreal signed an annexation 
manifesto. and through al! the rest of their 
lives repeated that rash and unwise action. 

Listory may repeat itself, although this time 
it w certain that no manifesto will ever 
actually issued. One ventures to declare, 
with absoiute confidence, that no candidate 
favourable to political anion with the United 
States could receive 5 per cent. of the votes 
iu any Canadian constituency. Indeed, a few 
voices which furtively saggest annexation find 
no response in the country. The masses of 
the people are absolutely unaffected by the 
despair of the pessimists, and there is no 
more prospect of the annexation feeling be- 
coming formidable than that Russia should 
seek annexation to Great Britain.

FIGHTING IN SHANGHAI

POWERS’ NOTE TO THE 
GOV ERNMENT. 


PEKING, Tuesday. 

The representatives of the Powers this 
afterncon handed a Note to the Chinese 
Foreign Office, emphasising the Government's 
responsibility for the protection of foreign 
lives and property during the renewed conflict 
around Shanghai, which has already proved a 
real curse for both the foreign and Chinese 
population of this country. 

The Note urgently requests the Chinese 
Government to telegraph orders to the con- 
tending parties, in no circumstances to allow 
Chinese troops within the neighbourhood of 
the foreign habitations in or near the Foreign 
Settlement or Concession, at Shanghai.

FULL TEXT OF THE NOTE. 


The German reply to the last Alhed Note 
ea the question of disarmament was presented 
to the Allied Ambassadors and Ministers yes- 
terday. The Note was handed by Herr 
Stresemann, the Foreign Minister, to Lord 
d’Abernon, the British Ambassador, who 1s 
the doyen of Allied Ambassadors in Berlin. 
The Note runs as follows. 
BERLIN, Tv esday. 

Mr. Amsassaporn,—In the Note presented 
on January 26th to the Chancellor, the Allied 
Governments declared that they did not at 
the moment mtend to examine, in common 
with the German Government, the question 
of the evacuation of the northern zone of ‘lie 
Rhine country, or to discuss the allegations 
in the German Note of January 6, ant they 
rostponed to a later date tho Fair cg 
already announced in their first Note of the 
points, the execution of which they desired 
te make dependent upon the evacm aon of 
this zone, while. at the same time, they an- 
ticipated as previously, that they would make 
this communication as early as possible. Menn- 
while, they limited themselves to declaring 
that the German Government had misunder- 
stood the import of Articles 428 and 429 of the 
Treaty of ersailles, and reaffirmed that 
Germany had not executed the conditions 
provided for in these Articles for the evacua- 
tion, in conformity with the time limit, of 
the Northern zone of the Rhine cauntry. 

e German Government Andes itself 
regretfully obliged to state that the con- 
siderations contained in the German Note of 
January 6 have only given the Allied Govern. 
ments an opportunity of making a purely 
formal reply, which does not advance in any 
way a matter of grave @2nificance for 
Germany and for European reconciliation. The 
Allied Governments have always kept the 
German Government and public opinion in 
ignorance of the material facts on which they 
desire to base the resolutions which they took 
several weeks ago. The German people find 
themselves again accused of not having 
fulfilled the Treaty without being given an 
opportunity of defending themselves against 
these accusations. The Allied Governments 
deduced the most serious conclusions from a 
one-sided judgment of the material, and in 
their latest Note refuse, in the most formal 
fashion, even to go into the matter in con- 
junction with the German Government, 

The German Government cannot conceive 
how it can be aceused of disregard of Articles 
428 and 429. It has never disputed that, under 
these Articles, the evacuation of the Northern 
Rhine zone by January 10, 1925. depended 
upon certain conditions, but it maintains that 
these conditions were carried out. The fact 
of the disarmament of Germany is too evi- 
dent for the Allied Governments to be able 
to justify, by the present state of German 
disarmament, the non-observance of the date 
of evacuation stipulated in the Treaty of 
Versailles 

The Alied Government appear in their 
Note to wish to establish a difference he 
tween the meaning of Article 428 and the 
Meaning of Article 429, in the sense that the 
evacuation hy stages provided for by Article 
429 would represent an advantage in favour 
of Germany depending on their decisions, 
This would be in contradiction with the 
plain text of the Treaty, which does not 
allow any doubt that the stipulations of 
Article 429 are just as imperative as those 
ef Article 428. 

The general interest attaching to a fruitful 
political collaboration does not permit of 
the prolongation for an indeterminate period 
of the preser* situation, which leaves in un- 
certainty the fate of a great German ter- 
ritory and of its population. Thus the 
German Government expects that the 
Allied Governments will carry out, as rapidly 
as ssible. the communication announced, 
establishing in thus way the condition neces- 
sary for an agreement to be arrived at to 
terminate the conflict which has ariser
